able, Can Rarely Be Perceived Un- 


til Too Late to Avoid the 


Fatal Collision. 


The dismasted, battered bulk of a 


•derelict, floating so low in the water as 
to be almost level with the waves, is, 
•of course, a very great danger to navi- 
.Igation, especially in foggy weatber. 
\ The majority of derelicts are sailing 
-ships laden with timber. They may 


fliiave been dismasted and rendared ab- 
*sorutely helpless in storms, partly de- 
saolisbed by fire, by collision with an 
Rceberg, or by the mere force of the 
•waves themselves. The crew, unable 
to make their ship seaworthy, may 
have abandoned it in the boats, or 
Save been rescued by some passing 
vessel, but, whatever their fate, their 
•forsaken ship, if laden with wood, re- 
;nains practically uiisinkable and is 
driven hither and thither over 
the 


ocean, at the mercy of the winds and 
-currents. 


In course of time the swelling of the 


•wood cargo may burst the hull asun- 
der, but until this happens, or until 
the vessel is driven ashore and broken 
into matchwood against some ironshod 
coast, it will remain a terror to pass- 
ing ships.
